Some of the strike­ 
breakers were roughly handled, but 
none was severely injured. 


Clinton, la., May 8.—Irene Dolph, 
the 17-year-old 
wife 
convicted 
o£ 
manslaughter for the killing of her 
husband, has been sentenced to eight 
years in prison lor her crime, which 
was one of the most unusual in the 
police rc*cords of Iowa. 
Fred Lk)lph, the victim, was mur 
dercd in his cottage several days ’oe 
fore March 1. On that date the po 
lice of Clinton were notified by .nn 
attorney that 
they 
might possibly 
find a dead man in the Dolph home. 
On investigation the police found the 
lK>dy of Doluh, several 
days dead, 
and the implements of murder near 
by. 
Later it was 
brought 
out in the 
corouer’.s liearing 
that 
immediattdy 
following her crime Mrs. I>olph had 
fled to her mother in J oliet, TIL, and 
that the two 
had 
consulted 
their 
lawyer, and told him that Ekflph prob 
ably lay dead in his home. 
The gi;i wife’s life has been a piti 
fill one. In the trial it was shown 
that her mother is an epileptic, and 
that she also suffered from the same 
affliction and w’as weak mentally. 
She was reared 
among 
wretched 
influences 
and 
early 
brought 
into 
touch with immoral ways. She was 
married to Dolph several years ago, 
while a mere child, and their mar­ 
ried career was unhappy. 
Several days preceding the killing 
the two QYiarreled during a party in 
the Dolph home. Dolph then threat­ 
ened to leave his wife and she de 
dared she would follow him and kill 
him if he did. Circumstances indicate 
that the killing was accouiplished the 
night following.

While the evidence left no quest ion 
of Mrs. Dolph’s guilt, the jurors took 
'he position that she was not alto­ 
gether responsible and their verdict 
was as lenient as it {Mjssibly could 
be.
